While admitting that he knew 
Taylor and that he had been at his 
home several times, Underwood de­ 
nied that he knew anything about 
the murder. 
Underwood was taken 
off 
the 
train here on receipt of a message 
from Lahunta that he was wanted 
at Los Angeles on an embezzlement 
charge by 
the 
Western 
Pacific 
railroad company. The man admit­ 
ted that he had been employed as 
cashier for the company for "eight 
months. 
Underwood Army Veteran. 
LOS ANGELES, Fe*b. IO.—W. T. 
Maddex is the name of the owner 
of

apartment 
house 
here 
in 
which 
Whiter 
S. 
Under-' 
wood', under arrest ii* Topeka, Kan., 
lived for six months or more. Mad­ 
dex said that during that period 
Undtrwood at no time mentioned 
knowing Taylor or Sands or any 
information concerning motion pic­ 
ture production or people connect­ 
ed therewith. 
“I do not believe Underwood is 
Sands, or had any connection with 
the killing of 
William 
Desmond 
Taylor,* Maddex said. “There were, 
no actions or interests of his that 
I could associate with the motion 
picture people. He worked punctual­ 
ly, did not keep irregular hours, 
appeared to live an ordinary reg­ 
ular life, and schemed to live with­ 
in his earnings. He mentioned hav­ 
ing relatives in New York and Penn­ 
sylvania and having served in the 
British navy." 
Mary M. Minter Questioned. 
LOS ANGELES, Feb. IO.—Declar­ 
ation that Mary Miles Minter was 
questioned for two hours by 
the 
district attorney in connection with 
the slaying of William Desmond 
Taylor, will be printed by the Los 
Angeles Times this morning. Tay­ 
lor was a friend of Miss Minter 
and directed her first stellar ap­ 
pearance in moving pictures. 
“Miss Minter’s appearance at the 
district attorney’s office and her 
questioning there have 
not 
been 
made known or been admitted by 
the officials,” the story adds. 
Attorney’s for Miss Minter* ac­ 
cording to th« story, declined to 
comment on the purported visit. 
The police are credited by the 
same paper as stating 
they 
had 
learned the origin of the pistol 
with whfeh Taylor was killed.

Fraud Is Alleged 
In Gvil Service* 
Handling of Jobs 
---------------------------- 
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Min Frances G Birkhead. 
JACKSON, 
Miss.,

TO.— 
(Special)—As a result of the sen­ 
sational $100,000 damage suit filed 
in the federal court here by Miss 
Frances C. Birkhead, twenty-five, 
now a resident of New Orleans, 
against Gov. Lee Russell, charging 
seduction, and the consequent loss 
of the plaintiff’s character, health 
and reputation, consternation reigns 
in the official family of the state 
of Mississippi. The suit promises to 
involve the names of several promi- 
nept Mississippians, some of whom, 
including the governor, hold high 
public office. 
“The charges are a damnable lie,*’ 
says Governor Russell, “and an at­ 
tempt by my enemies to blacken my 
character.” 
In her complaint, however, the 
girls tells in great detail of the al­ 
leged seduction by Governor Rus­ 
sell three years ago, when she was 
his stenographer, and asserts that 
as a consequence of his acts she 
has lost her character, health nad 
reputation. 
Her bill is divided 
into 
two 
counts, each asking a $50,000 award 


by the court. 
Count No. I is based upon seduc­ 
tion only. After briefly narrating 
how she came under the “predomi­ 
nant influence * of .thq' defendant at 
a time when he was a candidate for 
governor and how she was per­ 
suaded to “yield to his will,” the 
bill adds: 
“That as .a result of the said 
seduction, plaintiff’s reputation and 
character wrere ruined, and she was 
caused to lose her employment; her 
health 
was ruined to her great 
damage in the sum of $50,000. 
Charge Illegal Operation. 
Count No. 2 has as' its basis an 
operation which, it alleges, was per­ 
formed at the instigation of Gov­ 
ernor Russell. 
“As a result of the said seduction 
and operation,” it reads, “plaintiff’s 
health 
was 
totally 
wrecked 
and 
ruined. She suffered untold pain and 
anguish; and she is now an Invalid, 
and will be such the remaining part 
of her life.*’ 
Miss Birkhead alleges that when 
she first became aware of the fact 
that she was to become a mother

she told the ^governor and he ad­ 
vised her, contrary to her wishes, 
to have an illegal operation She 
asserts that she at first opposed 
this, proposing to hjm thau her 
child be “placed in an institution in 
some distant town,and he could bring 
it home and adopt it and neither 
Mrs. Russell nor anyone £lse need 
know who were the parents of the 
child. He insisted that this idea was 
impracticable, that in the course of 
a short time Mrs. Russell and I 
would have a fight over the child, 
and (hat I would claim it. Then, too, 
he insisted that the course I sug­ 
gested would be too expensive and 
the fact might become known and 
would Injure if not ruin his career 
as a politician.” 
The plaintiff then alleges that 
because of the insistence of the 
governor she permitted herself to 
•be operated upon, \vith the conse­ 
quence Joss of her health. 
After she had recovered from her 
operation the girl asserts that she 
saw the governor on several oc­ 
casions, but that he grew cold to­ 
ward .her. Finally, she alleges that 
on one of these vi^ts the “governor 
told me, that unless I promised that 
afternoon to leave Jackson he would 
have men thrown into the insane 
asylum—that he was governor and 
could have this done. He had made 
this threat on numerous occasions 
before, saying that Dr. Mitchell, 
superintendent of the hospital, un­ 
derstood the matter and had agreed 
to keep me there; that I would be 
placed in a ward of the worst cases 
and in view of n \ extreme nerv­ 
ous condition I would in the course 
of a few days really lose my mind. 
I am positive that Governor Russell 
intended committing the additional 
crime of destroying my mind.”

* “The[ officers and directors of 
the bank decided that in order to 
best protect the interest of the de­ 
positors, share holders and all con­ 
cerned, it would be best to sus­ 
pend business at least temporarily. 
Everything possible' is being done 
to handle the matter efficiently. The 
bank is not considered insolvent, 
but the difficulty of collecting and 
scarcity of ready cash, made it ad­ 
visable to take this action.” 
The bank opened its doors ^in 
September, 1909, as the Merchants 
and Planters S^ate bank, under the 
presidency of Cnarles H. Rives and 
several years later took out a char­ 
ter as a national bank.

HIS WORK AT DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 
Upwards of 500 newspaper cor- | 
respondents representing the pretfc 
cf the world, who came to the j 
capital of the United States to in- j 
terpret for their home-foiks the de- I 
liberations of the Conference mr* 
the Limitation of Armament and 
Pacific and Far Eastern questions,, 
are rubbing their eyes and taking] 
stock of what they wrote about the 
conference with considerable mis­ 
giving. 
The reason is Lord RiddelL 
Lord Riddell spoke for the Brit­ 
ish government at the arms con­ 
ference. 
Lloyd-George, Premier of the 
British Empire, sent Lord Riddell 
to Washington. He was not “offici­ 
ally" connected with the British 
delegation. 
He was delightfully 
unofficial and irresponsible, but he 
held two conferences a day with 
the presa which was interpreting 
the conference to the world. When 
Secretary of State Hughes, bound 
by the seal af confidence rlaced on 
sessions of the arms delegates, 
could only tell the newspapers he 
hod nothing to say, Lord Riddell in 
his unofficial position had every­ 
thing to say. When in tense mo­

the

news 
sources were tightly closed. Lord 
Riddell was always available with 
his unofficial news. So the bulk of 
the "news" that went forth from 
the conference was Lord Riddell’s 
interpretation of the news.

And in this connection I beg to say 
that I am opposed to a reckless attempted enforcement without 
authority of law, thereby burdening the County Court with useless 
and frivolous appeals at the expense of the tax payers of the city 
and county and thereby losing to the city the legitimate fines and 
costs that might otherwise be collected, thereby reducing the 
expenses of maintaining the city government and lightening the 
burden of the tax payers of the city. The law is founded in jus­ 
tice and has for its object the protection, of individual citizens as 
well as society, and tile administration of the law, or attempted 
administration of the law, without such regard for the rights and 
Uberties of a citizen is no less "than oppression, which .baa no 
place in the administration of justice.

thorlties, Supported by-priVate Inter­ 
ests, began to agitate for a national 
bureau devoted to fishery Interests. 
So it came about that by 1871 con­ 
gress was ready to yield and begin to 
make appropriations. 
The first one 
was for $5,000 and provided for a 
commissioner of fish and fisheries to 
prosecute Investigations and inquiries 
"with the view of ascertaining wheth­ 
er any and what diminution in the 
number of food fishes of the coast 
snd in the Jakes of the United States, 
has taken place; and also whether 
any and what protective, prohibitory 
or precautionary measures should be 
adopted in the premises; and shall re­ 
port upon the same to congress." 
The commissioner was to draw no 
pay, for it was provided by congress 
in the same joint resolution that he 
should be a civil officer of the govern­ 
ment, of proved scientific and prac­ 
tical acquaintance with the fishes of 
the coast, who should serve without 
additional compensation. The then as­ 
sistant secretary of the Smithsonian in­ 
stitution, by name Spencer Fullerton 
Baird, was chosen as the best man for 
the job, and so he proved to be. He 
made the little acorn grow. He was 
Industrious and competent and knew 
I low to get along with congress. He 
was diligent and he stood before kings. 
See what happened. 
Remember, he started out with 
$5,000 to discover whether there had 
been any diminution of the supply of 
food fishes along the coasts or in the 
lakes. He was at the head of an In­ 
dependent investigation and reported 
directly to congress. 
The thing was 
kept alive by annual appropriations I 
as an independent institution until 
1003, when it was incorporated into 
the newly formed Department of Com­ 
merce and Labor as the bureau of 
fisheries. 
By 1000 the annual appropriation had 
grown to $808,020, and the bureau had 
a permanent personnel of 325. 
At 
that time the land owned and occupied 
by the bureau at its fish cultural and 
biological stations had an aggregate 
area of over 12,000 acres, with a value* 
of $240,000. 
The improvements and 
equipment at these stations repre­ 
sented an investment of more than X 
$1,000,000. Other property of the bu­ 
reau at that time included four sea­ 
going steam and sail vessels, 20 steam 
launches and 150 small sail, power and 
rowboats, which with equipment had 
a value of $300,000. Its six flsh-trans- 
potation can were valued at $45,000. 
Indeed, the total Investment of the 
government in flshery-service property 
ran to about $1,585,000. 
That was 
back in 1009. 
Well, It hasn't stopped growing; 
bigger and busier than ever, as the ad­ 
vertisements say. The appropriation by 
congress for the fiscal year 1919 was 
$1,183,140, and for 1921, $1,207,110. 
Besides what congress gave, the Pres­ 
ident allotted in 1918 and 1919, out of 
his private fund “for the national se­ 
curity and defense," $160,000. With the 
‘years of Its growth and increasing 
funds the bureau had taken on many 
new functions and activities. 
Until recently the bureau was ad­ 
ministering to the best of Its ability 
the laws relating to the terrestrial and 
arboreal fur bearers of Alaska, but 
the duty was Incongruous to Its legiti­ 
mate functions. Congress finally con­ 
ceded that the pursuit of foxes does 
not constitute a fishery. The cultiva­ 
tion of minks cannot be successfully 
conducted In a fish hatchery. 
, 
Apparently, as so many other estab­ 
lishments under tho executive branch 
have, the fisheries service had become 
all cluttered up with duties snd jobs 
It iq not fitted or equipped to handle. 
All of which is a long, long way 
from an investigation of the possible 
diminution of food fish along the coast 
I don't pretend to say of the fisheries 
bureau that It has performed Ineffi­ 
ciently either its proper work or tho 
added activities that have been Im­ 
posed upon it 
For all I know it 
may be and Is a great national bless­ 
ing, snd managed with maximum skill; 
intelligence and real economy. I hops 
it Is. 
I cite It here only as an example of 
a branch of governmental activity that 
has grown ap haphazard from a small 
beginning to be a great costly, far- 
spreading enterprise that by Its own 
confession is overlaid with duties, 
functions snd activities unrelated to 
its legitimate and essential business— 
tbs care, propagation and study of all 
manner of food fish.

CAN THE LEOPARD CHANGE HIS SPOTS? 


The above is the heading of an editorial in the Dearborn 
Independent, Henry Ford’s paper, on the anti-lynching bill 
passed by congress and in the editorial which follows the 
Independent calls a spade a spade. It says: 
• 
ti* 
‘The Lower House of Congress after solemn de­ 
liberation recently passed an ’anti-lynching* bill. The 
vote coincided roughly with the partisan division of 
northern Republicans and southern Democrats. 
“Theoretically, the object of the bill was to re­ 
duce lynchings, which have had for their most num­ 
erous victims the negroes living in the South. Actually 
the object of the bill was to cater favor with negro 
voters, who are numerous in some of the northern 
voting centers. 
“Theoretically, the opposition to the bill was in­ 
spired by the altruistic belief that Federal interfer­ 
ence with state officials for shortcomings in punish­ 
ing lynchers, is an unwarranted and dangerous ex­ 
tension of Federal paternalistic rule. Actually, the op­ 
position felt that the southern voters would resent 
any vote which might be construed as catering to 
negroes. 
“Negro voters may look forward with confidence 
to the appearance shortly of some franked copies 
of the Congressional Record in which the sufferings 
of their race 
are 
eloquently, 
denounced. So, too, 
ardent upholders of the Old South may enhearten 
themselves with the thought that printed patroitism, 
of their own particular brand, will soon be delivered 
free.

Association of Commence, said in 
his annual report. 
“Between 
the 
ages of 30 and 40, 36 were admit­ 
ted, between 40 and 50 years 65, 
between SO and 60 years 55, be­ 
tween 60 and 70 years nine, and one 
over 70.

We 
may wait until those of the older 
living generation have passed away 
before a very marked effect on the 
habits of the people aa to temper­ 
ance is noticed, but the opinions of 
the younger generation will be en­ 
forced more strongly every year.

DANIEL BOONE. THE GREAT 
KENTUCKIAN 


Daniel Boone was the son of Quakei 
parents who lived In Pennsylvania. Al­ 
though the principal doctrine in the 
Quaker creed is that man must not 
kill, Daniel departed from the faith of 
his fathers early and he became one 
of the greatest Indian fighters In 
American history. 
When Boone was eighteen his par­ 
ents moved to North Carolina and in 
the Yadkin valley of that state, young 
Boone became an expert woodsman 
and hunter. Attracted by the tales of 
a hunter who had crossed the Appa­ 
lachians Into the unknown Kentucky 
country, Boone visited the Blue Grass 
state several times until h^ finally de^ 
elded to make that country his home. 
In 1775 he etsablished Boon es bo rough, 
the first outpost of civilisation in the 
"Dark and Bloody Ground," as Ken­ 
tucky was called because It was a bat­ 
tleground for many tribes of Indians. 
Boone's adventures with the Indians 
la bis new home were Innumerable. In 
1778 he was captured by the Shaw­ 
nees, who admired the scout's courage 
so much that be was not put to death. 
Instead Chief Black Fish adopted him, 
giving him the name of Big Turtle— 
rather an inappropriate title for a man 
so active. Boone pretended to be well- 
pleased with his captivity and after 
several months the watchfulness of 
the savages relaxed. Then he made 
his escape. 
Several years later this same band 
of Shawnees came to Boonesborough 
to kidnap their former captive. They 
found Boone in a little shanty used 
for drying tobacco. 
"Now Boone, we got yon," said the 
Indians. "You no get away this time." 
"Yes, you have me but I am glad to 
go with you," replied the scout, “but I 
want my friends to have some of this 
tobacco.” 
He gathered up a number of the 
dryest leaves and, unseen by the In­ 
dians, crushed them In his hands. Be­ 
fore they could move, he threw the 
powdered tobacco into their eyes. As 
the blinded savages rolled on the floor 
howling and digging at their eyes, the 
former "Big Turtle" showed unex­ 
pected speed and was far up the trail 
to the fort before they could pursue 
bim. 
In bls later years Boone was cheat­ 
ed out of Ae rich Kentucky lands ba 
had fought so hard to win and he mi­ 
grated to Missouri, becoming a hunter 
once more. He died there in 1820 at 
the age of eighty-six. A quarter of a 
century later Kentucky paid him be­ 
lated honor by removing his body to 
tho capital of the state and today Dan­ 
iel Boone sleeps to the land where be 
won Ikme as a pioneer and scout

Farmer-Banker Co-operation. 
Not long ago the Ada News an­ 
nounced that "the First National 
Bank of Ada recently shipped in IOO 
milk cows, and the Farmers and 
Merchants Bank of Roff, a car load 
which are being sold to the custom­ 
ers of the bank on easy terms." 
Here is real and worthwhile co­ 
operation 
between 
farmers 
and 
bankers. The farmer knows how to 
make money with cow or two— if 
he had 'em. The trouble is, he is 
broke and can’t get the 
cows 
to 
start with .The banker sizes, up 
I the situation and, realizing that a 
given amount of money, which he 
has, or can get, if invested in cows 
to bq sold on easy terms to the 
farmers of his community, will re­ 
turn to him the original investment, 
with interest. 
This banker-farmer co-operation 
in the purchase of good dairy cows 
is a most profitable arrangement to 
every body concerned. The farmer 
gqts a living independent of cotton, 
or wheat or whatever his big crop 
is, and if he is a 
good 
manager, 
he makes a little extra money be­ 
sides. The banker gets his money 
back out of the cows, with the cus­ 
tomary interest and in addition he 
gqts the benefit of the increased 
business the farmer has to give him 
as a result of having a little extra 
money along every 
week. _ Then, 
when a considerable number of the 
farm folks have bought milk cows 
in this way, the whole community is 
batter off. 
One of the big advantages of 
money made from butter and cream 
is in the regularity with which it 
comes in at frequent intervals. You 
don’t have to wait *till fall to real­ 
ize cash 
on your investment of 
work and money—you realize that 
cash every Saturday when you haul 
your cream to town. Then there is 
the steady increase from your cows. 
They go on working for you without 
additional investment 
except 
for 
feed, which you should have on your 
own place produced at a minimum 
expense. 
An hour’s discussion of this milk 
cow proposition with your banker 
would be time mighty well spent. 
Both you and the banker will make 
more money by getting together thin 
you will working apart. The chances 
are he will see it, but you will 
have to convince him, of course, 
that you know how to g(\t results 
after you get the cows and that 
he can depend on you to do what 
you agree to do in any business 
transaction you may have with him. 
Confidence in the other fellow is 
necessary to the success of any 
business deal of this nature When 
this confidence is mutual, you can 
accomplish a lot through co-oper­ 
ation with your banker.— Oklaho­ 
ma Cotton Grower. 
In giving justice to all deserving 
it, I might add that other banks of 
I Pontotoc county are also making 
loans to farmers to enable them to 
buy milk cows. The banks realize* 
the importance of milk cows and 
arq going to do their part in help­ 
ing to put across the movement 
for more cows and better cows.

READING SHOULD 
TRAIN TO WRITE 
DEAN GREY SAYS 


(B r the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Feb. 
IO.— 
The transition of reading from an 
oral art to a written ope was do- 
scribed here today -by Dfean William 
S. Gray of the School of Education 
of the University of Chicago in an 
address on "Recent Tendencies in 
Reading Instructions", delivered be­ 
fore the sixteenth annual state con­ 
vention of the Oklahoma Education 
association here. 
Dean Gray declared that the . fact 
that approximately one million men 
who entered the United States army 
during the world war could not 
read effectively led to tho conclus­ 
ion that the reading instruction in 
the schools of America was not ac­ 
complishing ail that it should. 
"As a result, progressive teachers 
all 
over 
the country are giving 
much greater emphasis to intelli­ 
gent silent reading and effective 
habits of study," Dean" Gray de­ 
clared. "A few years ago reading 
was defined as the art -cf' effective 
habits of study. 
Need More Material. 
"A second tendency in reading in­ 
struction relates to the amount of 
material read by pupils," Dean Gray 
continued. "For several generations 
it has been the 'practice to limit the 
work of the reading classes to a so­ 
called ‘reader’ which contained se­ 
lections, largely from the classics. 
Within the last few years teachers 
have realized their importance of 
supplying pupils with a larger 
amount of reading material. Supple­ 
mentary readers have beer* purchased 
in larger numbers, reading tables 
have been established in many class 
rooms and school libraries organized. 
In many cities the public libraries 
have co-operated in this work. 
i 
"The third tendency," the speaker 
explained, "is the diagnosis ‘of indi- J 
vidual difficulties .and tne affording; 
of remedial instruction. It has been i 
found that pupils fail in reading 
because of some special difficulty 
which can be remedied, just as cer­ 
tain specific ailments which retard 
general school progress.’' 
Dean Gray added 
that 
school 
rooms were being established in a 
large number 
of 
schools 
where 
children who encounter difficulties

Feb. 
IO.—The 
"wets" in Mexico are frankly alarm­ 
ed. They say there is a real possibil­ 
ity that Mexico City, at least, may 
go "dry" before the end of the 
year and that if so, the next, alep 
would be to make the entire repub­ 
lic arid of alcoholic (beverages. 
President Obregon does not say 
that he is a prohibitionist but within 
the past few months he has given 
his unqualified, support to certain 
legal measures which aim to cut 
down drinking and eventually to 
put Intoxicants under the ban. 
Saloons, clubs and cantinas have 
been put tinder more rigid restric­ 
tions aitd, only a few weeks ago, 
a presidential decree increased the 
federal revenue 
tax 
on 
achol­ 
ic drinks IOO percent. There are 
many rumors that these* taxes will 
be automatically 
increased 
until 
they become prohibitive. 
Nationwide protest was heard sev­ 
eral days ago when the newspapers 
said that President Obregon con­ 
templated issuing a decree forbid­ 
ding the planting and cultivation of 
the 
maguey 
plant, which 
is the 
basic ingredient of the most papular 
native drinks. 
Banish Brinks With Kick 
The maguey, which is a species of 
cactus, 
must be 
replanted 
every 
seven years and a decree prohibiting 
its cultivation would mean its ex­ 
termination and with it the elimi­ 
nation of taquila, mescal and pulque, 
drinks of undisputed potency. 
Planters of maguey rushed num­ 
erous petitions to President Obregon 
pointing out that the plant is a 
part of the agricultural wealth of 
the nation in that it produces a 
valuable fibre, sugar, a base for 
paper and a medicine that is said 
to to be a specific for kidney di­ 
sease. It was also said that its 


spines, treated by an inexpensive 
process, make cheap and excellent 
phonograph needles. 
President Obregon has not yet 
issued the decree—‘but the planters 
are still worried and so are certain 
other persons. 
The "wets" have held numerous 
meetings within the past few weeks 
to organize their compaign against 
prohibition. 
Secretary of Interior Calles is 
coming in for a large share of the 
criticism for the "dry" wave, as he 
was a staunch "bone dry" advo­ 
cate long before he left the state 
of Sonora, to Uke a cabinet posi­ 
tion. Secretary of the Treasurer .de 
la Huerta is also a prohibitionist!
